Washington, Feb. 4.— For the first 
time in many y ears, information col­ 
lected by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture shows that all 
classes 
of live stock in the United States 
are increasing in 
numbers. 
Thus 
the real facts contradict absolutely , 
sensational reports that prices 
lor 
meat and >hoes would rise to unpre­ 
cedented figures in the 
immediate 
future. 
It has even been said that 
a Government statistician predicted 
meat at 50 cents a pound and shoes 
at $10 a pair within the 
nex t 2 
y ears. 
Such a prediction, the real 
Government 
statisticians 
say , 
is 
quite unwarranted. 
On January 3, for ex ample, 
the 
number of beef cattle showed an in­ 
crease of 5.4 per cent, over the num­ 
ber a y ear ago, and- an actual in­ 
crease of 1,212,000 head. 
Hitherto 
the number of beef cattle 
in 
the 
United States has declined steadily 
since 19 10. 
There are 
also 
more 
milch cows in the country than last 
y ear, the increase being 2.5 per cent, 
or in numbers 525,000. 
Swine, how­ 
ever, showed the greatest increase 
of all 
classes— 9 .G per 
cent. 
On 
January 1, 1014, there were 
only 
58,9 33,000 swine in the country , on 
Jan uary 1. 19 15, 64,618,000. 
This 
is accounted for by the fact that the 
production of swine can he increas­ 
ed more rapidly than that of other 
classes of live 
stock 
and 
conse­ 
quently an enlarged demand can he 
met more readily . 
The prediction of 
50-cent 
meat 
and $ 10-shoes was accompanied by 
the declaration that 
France 
alone 
has 
taken 
from 
America 
nearly 


300.000 horses within the 
last 
5 


months and that the other countries 


at war have drawn upon our resur- 


ees in 
the 
Same 
proportion. 
The 


facts are that more horses were on 


the farm s of the United States on 
Jan uary 1, 19 15, than there W3t*c a 
y ear before, the increase being 233,- 
000 head or 
1.1 per cent. 
So far 
from France alone 
having 
taken 
300.000 horses from us, the 
total 
ex ports since the w ar began 
have 
certainly been much less than 100,- 
000 and very likely not over 75,000. 
Since there are approx imately 35,- 
000,000 horses altogether ir tiie Uni­ 
ted States, the drain on account of 
the war is scarcely alarming. 


It is in fact pointed out by E . \ - 
eminent statisticians th at the m ark­ 
et value of farm horses lias aetua'ly 
declined to such an ex tent « Hat tilt 
average is now $6 a head less than 
a y ear ago. 
This decline

If the stomach contains 
the proper portion 
of 
hugs 
and 
worms, the department 
gives 
the 
bird liis passport to fly any whede he 
j » leases in the United States. 
But 
the stomach must show 
that 
the 
bird has bee n devouring a required 
number of hugs or worms before its 
winged owner can get Jus creden­ 
tials from tlie 
departm ent’s 
bird 
ex perts. 
During the past y ear, 
study of 
birds’ stomachs resulted iu 
11 spec­ 
ies 
being 
added 
to 
the 
list 
of 
bird enemies of the boll weevil, m ak­ 
ing a total of 64 thus far discover­ 
ed. 
Forty -five species of birds, as 
well a s frogs, toads, and the salam ­ 
ander were found to have a fondness 
for the alfalfa weevil. 
The most 
active enemies of the weevil among 
the birds are the brewer blackbird, 
the western meadow lark, the valley 
quail, and the commo ily despised 
English 
sparrow. 
The 
Roeky 
Mountain toad “ wears a 
precious 
je\$el in his head” in his destruction 
of « breeding 
adult 
insects 
in 
the 
spring and the larvae later in 
the 
y ea r. 
An ex amination of the stom achs 
of 600 species of 
birds 
indicate 
they had 
appetite for eaterpillers. 
The standing of the skunk was m a­ 
terially elevated by 
the 
discovery 
that lie 
considers 
caterpillars 
a 
great delicacy . 
Permits were issued 
during 
the 
y ear for importing 475,39 2 birds in­ 
to the United States. 
Among these 
were 508,070 eannaries, 30,700 p a rt­ 
ridges and 4,148 pheasants. 
There 


w a s a noticeable increase in the im­ 
portation of partridges 
as a num ­ 
ber of states, including Iowa 
aad 
Oregon, are ex perimenting iu the in­ 
troduction of these game birds for 
restorkiag purposes. 
The 
department 
advises 
with­ 
drawal of all protection 
from 
the 
European 
starling. 
Although 
this 
bird is an enemy to insects, its use- 
fuliuess is found to he overbalanced 
by its fondness for small fruits. 
The slaughter of y oung calves 
is 
one of the serious phases 
of 
the 
problem of the maintenance of this 
country 's beef, supply , say s the de­ 
partm ent of Agriculture in a bulle­ 
tin just issued. 
S t a t i s t i c s indicates 
that the slaughter of such animals 
is increasing rapidly , due primarily 


t o an increase in the demand 
for 
veal, in spite of the prevailing high 
prices of veal. 
Ycai calves 
are 
largely 
drawn 
from the dairy distric ts, hut, with 
the growth in the demand for veal, 
other sections are marketing as veal 
iu considerable numbers calves that, 
if kept and fattened, 
would 
have 
made good beef steers, say s tin» de­ 
partment. 
The market for stoekers 
and feeders is t lire fore affected, it is 
pointed out. 
The spread of tuberculosis by the 
sale of pure bred cattle for breeding 
purposes has led the Department of 
Agriculture to propose a plan for 
encouraging the breeding of regis­ 
tered animals free from that disease. 
The department i> undertaking to 
e s ­ 
tablish records of pure bred herds 
that are free of tuberculosis so that 
people who wish to buy fine stock 
will know where they can he assured 
of getting healthy animals.

stomach* contents dictate. 
Thous­ 
and of Belgian babies will graduate 
from the cry ing class into the happi­ 
ness that comes early from judicious 
administration of a proper diet, if 
the tiers o boxes which are 
piling 
up at the Bush Terminal today speak 
for any thing. 


For while some tenement 
babies 
are whetting their infantile appetites 
on sausages and beer, the children 
of unfortunate 
war 
victims 
will 
breakfast, sup and dine on sweeten­ 
ed condensed milk, 
patent 
barley 
flour, and other delicacies counted 
on to develop the muscles and dispo­ 
sitions of baby hood. 


This comes about through the e f­ 
forts of tin* W omans’ Section of the 
Commission for relief 
in 
Belgium. 
Well wishing Americans have been 
sending food 
and other supplies tor 
relief of the Belgian babies to New 
York for many months. 
But some 
of the food was not fit for juvenile 
tummies. 
The commission began to 
figure. 
They engaged a food expert, 
and, some few day s ago, launched a 
national campaign for the sending 
of food boxes to babies, and inci­ 
dentally to adults, in Belgium. 
Ev­ 
ery whoejsonie and retail grocer in 
the country is expected to co-opor- 
ate in the movement, 
fcach of the 
boxes contained a 
carefully 
pre­ 
scribed variety of food, as follows! 


20-1 lb. tins sweetened condensed 
milk, 2-1 lb, tins patent barley flour, 
2- 1 lb. cotton sacks rice, 
1- 3 lb. 
sack y ellow corn meal, 1- 3 lb. sack 
rolled oats, 
1-1 lb sack salt, 
1 can 
opener. 


The boxes are piling up at the 
w harves here, where they have been 
sent from various distributing agen­ 
cies throughout the country . 
Each 
box cost $3.25 wholesale, and weighs 
about 35 pounds. 
Its contents will 
support one baby for four weeks. 
Grocers 
have

placards 
showing details of the plan, and to 


t h o s e who do not desire to pack and 
ship a bo x themselves, as opportun­ 
ity is afforded to send the cash to 
the Belgian Relief commission, at 71

Coleman Sought to Defeat Measure 


Which Would Make Council 
'' 


Appropriations 
Optional 


T. A. Coleman, formerly 
of this, 


county, who is now in charge of thg 
Purdue university department which 
supplies county agricultural agents 
for counties which seek them, was 
styled a "lead pencil" farmer by one 
legislator and many others came to 
his defense in the Indiana house of 
representatives at Indianapolis wJ|i>n 
the house defeated the Coons bill, 
which sought to make it optional 
with comity councils whether they 
would appropriate funds for the ex- 
penses of the county agents. 


The present county agent 
law 


makes is mandatory for the county 
councils to appropriate funds when 
certain requirements of the law arc 
met and a petition is presented by 
a given number of farmers. 
After 


considerable argument during which 
Mr. Coleman was charged with being 
a lobbyist the vote on the hill re- 
vealed forty-one in favor of it and 
fifty against il. 


The charge was continually made 


that f h e bill was a Purdue measure, 
designed to increase 
the 
influence 


and ]iower of that 
institution, 
but 


!he nniversityy 
wa-s 
defended 
by 


several members. 


T. A. Coleman who is said to have 


been instrumental in the enactment 
of the present law, was one of those 
•li-signated by a "lead pencil" fanner 
by 
Representative 
Reeves, 
who 


spoke for the passage of the Coons 
bill, lie said the Coons bill, if pass- 
ed, would take out of the hands of 
the "lead pencil" fanner the-power 
to dictate over the will of the ma- 
jority. Representative Douglass de- 
nied that Purdue had "put over" the 
present law. 


Representative Xilback defended 


the present law vigorously and de- 
clared 
that 
Coons—a 
banker— 


should join the other bankers of the 
state, most of whom, he said, were 
heavy contributors to 
the county 


agent funds in various counties, be- 
cause of the idea that was prevalent 
among them that the 
eouuy agent 


was responsible for better business 
conditions in the county. 


Representative Es'chbach, • Repub- 


lican floor leader, made a much ap- 
plauded speech against the Coons 
bill, eulogizing the county agent sys- 
tem and the good it does in agricul- 
ture, stock raising and stock breed- 
ing in Indiana.
